3.  Water  Supplies. 

The  water  is  derived  from  a  bore  hole  at  Howe  Hill,  Norton,  and 
all  evidence  indicates  that  from  a  practical  view  the  yield  is  unlimited. 

The  v/ater  is  chlorinated,  although  the  bacterial  purity  of  the 
untreated  water  is  excellent,  the  unsatisfactory  samples  being  due  to  local 
factors  at  the  point  of  sampling. 

Mains  Improvement  Scheme.  '  ' 

The  mains  improvement  scheme  was  in  operation  by  March,  1953. 
There  has  been  a  marked  improvement,  in  water  pressures  throughout  the  town, 
and  the  scheme  has,  I  think,  exceeded  expectations.  To  a  large  degree 
the  increased  pressures  have  been  responsible  for  the  consumption  rising 
from  80,977,800  gallons  for  1952  to  85,532,500  gallons  in  1953* 

Pumping  Plant. 


In  April,  1953,  the*  work  of  converting  the  existing  pumps  from 
diesel  to  electric  drive,  complete  with  automatic  control,  commenced. 
Progress  has  been  painfully  slow,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  one 
unit  had  been  converted,  and  that  on  manual  control  only. 


It  is  hoped  the  conversion  will  bo  complete  by  April  or  May,  1954

It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  there  was  a  further 
increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  during  1953. 

Yorkshire  Farmers  Bacon  Factory  completed  major  alterations 
and  extehsions  during  the  year.  Bowers  Bacon  Factory  had  not  finished 
their  extensions  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  they  should  be  completed 
during  1954,  along  with  a  new  building  to  be.  used  as  a  bakehouse,  and 
prepara ti  on  ro om.

An  interesting  feature  is  that  in  1952,  out  of  170,841  pigs 
>  slaughtered,  273  were  totally  condemned  for  tuberculosis,  whilst  in 

1953,  although  the  number  slaughtered  increased  to  174,897,  the  carcases 
condemned  for  tuberculosis  fell  to  140. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat. 

At  Bowers  there  is  .an  Iwel  Labs  destructor  on  the  premises 
for  dealing  with  all  condemned  meat  and  offal.  At  Yorkshire  Farmers 
'  condemned  meat  is  dyed  green  and  transported  in  their  own  vehicles  to 
the  Sherbum  Factory  for  destruction.  A  proportion  of  condemned  plucks 
are  sold  to  Welham  Fisheries,  but  care  is  taken  to  see  that  they  are 
adequately  coloured  before  leaving  the  factory,  and  the  Fisheries

8.;  Rodent  Control. 

.Routine  treatments  have,  been  carried  out  for  the  extermination 
of  rats  on  the  refuse  tip  and  in  the  sewers.  The  sewers  were  treated 
once  and  a  negligible  infestation  found. 

It  has  been  necesseay  to  treat  the  refuse  tip  on  four  occasions, 
as  it  has  been  a  Source  of  major  infestation.  The  estimated  kill  of 
rats  at  the  tip  alone  is  in  the  region  of  750. 

Four  business  premises  were  treated,  the  principal  being 
British  Road  Services  Depot,  Maudon"  Grove.  Here  several  hundred  tons

of  home  grown  barley  were  stored  under  conditions  conducive  to 
infestation.  By  constant  attention  the  grain  was  kept  relatively 
free  from  rats  and  mice.

9.  Salvage. 


For  most  of  the  year  the  price  of  waste  paper  was  £3  Per  ton, 
and  at  times  it  was  difficult  to  find  a  market,  however  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  demand  increased  slightly  and  the  price  rose. 

During  the  year  the  income  from  salvage  was  £1  6l .  3. 78. ,  the 
principal  source  of  income  being  £138.0.78.  ,  from  the  sale  of  mixed 
waste  paper. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  C.  A.  Dook, 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  borne  the  brunt  of  the 
increased  work  in  connexion  with  meat  inspection,  and  Mr.  B.  R.  Lowe, 
Pupil  Sanitary  Inspector  for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  vear.
